London, Jan. 30.— Charles Uradlaugh, 
the eminent Froe-Thinkei) and nicnil>er of 
the House of Commons, lor Nortliampton, ' 
died at li o!olook this mocning. That "an 
honest man is tlie noblest woric of Ood," is 
a truism which, upon many oeeasiona, lias 
been made to do duly where it has been 
(|uite as appropriately applied aa was the 
consolatory rellection, "the memory of 
the just is blessed," when used with refer- 
ence to an old miser known by all his neigh- 
bors never to have hesitated to demand five 
per cent, per month interest, and as nuieli 
more as he could wiueezu out of those ilmt 
came williiii his cluLches. 'i ears ago there 
were iiiaiiy who looked upon CJliarles lirad- 
huiyh, M.l'., whose death took place yea- 
lerday, as belonging to the tilth und out- 
sijouniiy of the world. 'I'o-day, tliere are 
few, if any, even among llie most blue- 
blooded of Uritisli conservatives who 
entertain that ideu. He was, aa it 
were, one of those lli^formers who wcie 
liorn before their time and who hut for 
niiieti/eiith .■ciitury civiliz.ition iiiigUt iiave 
been sacriticL-d, ilie'vieliiiis of the slake, tlio 
gilibel nr even worse. He undoubtedly 
w.is iiosHi'sscil of views which, twenty otUl 
ycius ay.), when openly enunciated by him 
were prunoiinced to lie repellant to und un- 
worthy of our I111111...11 iialuie and dishonor- 
ing to ( lod and man alike. lUit he was a 
man of such energy, courage and deteniiina- 
tion lis enabled him to hold on in tho oven 
tenor of his ways, until some of tiic ideas 
which were pronounced aa unnatural and 
abhorrent are now openly advocated and 
explained in tlie pages of the most pron i- 
neiit reviews and other periodicals. 

Mr. lirudlangh lias for years been a pro- 
fesBcd believer in and apostle of ihn teach- 
ings of M.%lllui3 ; ho was at the time of his 
dentil tho leading spirit among tho 
Seculorists, und, wherever there was 
wliat ho regarded as a worthy causo to 
advocate, lie never failed, to come to the 
front. He was a friend' of organized labor, 
ond a strong advooate of a labor bureau in 
Kngland,- although he had sufficient inde- 
pendence and manliness to raise his voice 
against many of what he regarded as 
being iinpracCiaabl3 prap9sala. .That lie 
WHS a consistent and powerful champion of 
overburdened and oppressed labor, 110 one 
will deny, notwithstanding ArKatever objee- 
tiona may have been raised to him because 
he could iHil accept the dogmas and stand- 
ards laiil down by the ordinarily acknow- 
Icdiied religious organizations. Cliarles 
llraillaugli was the son of a London srdicit- 
or's ck'ik, and was lioin on Su[)t.eiiibcr 'Jiltli, 
IS'Xi. He Lecame successively eiraiul-hoy, 
coal dealer, Sunday Scho(d teacher, and a 
free thought lecturer. In December, 
LS.Kl, he enlisted in the Till dra- 
goon laiards, anil served in Irelaml. 
Having become continued in his 
Secularist views, he began to writi,' tind Icc- 
iiie regularly, adopting the psciidouy 111 
of " rcDiK clast ," and in a few years liet.-anie 
well kiiov.n. After three times contesting 
X(irthaiii]iton lie waa returned f.>r lliai 
horoiigli in ISSI), his colleague being Mr. 
Labouehere. Meantime, in ISU.S !», he 
fought a great battle in llie I.^w courts 
ngaiiibt tho Attorney-licneriU, wlUi'h re- 
sulted in a complete victory for hiuiself. 
Since entering parliament, his name h.;;j 
been chiefly heard in oonnegtion V'ith (lie 

''^"g fiinigi;,!.. wit li regain to his right to 
take, or dispense with, the oath of al- 
legian ;e. 'J'lwee times he was forced to 
leave parliament, and, after ajipeals to his 
cr)n-,tituentK, was t hree times elected. Kin- 
ally the Alliriiiation bill waa brought in, 
and he was allowed to retain hia parlia- 
mentary seat unmolested.

Uradlaugh, like his daughter, who died 
some time ago, will be buried in 
a ootiin of earth and in u man- 
ner consistent with his disavowal of 
religious professions. Ho is said lately, 
however, to have expressed a wish that, in 
tho event of Ilis death, nothing should bu 
done that would in any way wound the siia- 
cepliliiliti<!S of others, so that while religiim 
will be al'sent it will not be insulted. 
.Among the persons who have expressed 
their grief, to-day, were several prominent 
natives of Hindostan who are deeply grate- 
ful to Biadlaugh for his elForts in Ijeh.df of 
Imliaii self government. It is said to have 
been, of hite, the main object of JSradlaugh's 
life to seciire a measure of iiatiiinal au- 
timomy for tho people of India, and ho was 
the chief agitator in tlicir behalf in Great 
Hrilain.

Tlie Total Number of Dead . Will Hot 
, be Known for Sdnie 
Days Yet 



Work Saspeiided at all Mines in the 
Neigh bourliood — UavroM'ing 
Scenes at tlie Pit. 



ljnra.;N.si'.fiU!, Penn., Jun. 30. — No bodies 
have been recovered from the Mammoth 
mine since yesterday. It is believed that 
several bodies are yet in the mine covered 
by debris, but how many no one cai^ tell,' 
until the mine has been cleaned out. About 
fifty men are eiigagc-d at this work, whicli. 
will occupy several days. 

Nobody li«a slept at Muminoth for tho 
past few nighta. In every home in the little 
mining hamlet there is mourning. In the 
little one-story houses, scantily furniahcd, 
illuminated with tallow candles, cither 
mother, wife, sister or sweetheart sob in si-, 
lence. The scenes at these miners' cottages 
can readily be iinagineil. 

.Vs the bodies of the victims, mangled by 
the explosion, or burned out of all human 
semblaiicfc, are brought up from the yawn- 
ing depths, the crowd of walcliers push 
forward to the pit's mouth for a glimiiso of 
recognition. The hearts of wives and 
molliera stand still in fear that their loved 
ones are among the dead brought to tho sur- 
face. Tears course down bronxe and bearded 
cheeks, and are dashed awa^ by brawny, 
hands that have swung a pick for many,; ' 
years. 1 V 

The rescuing party proceeds with its grim 
taak, and the crowd of watchers silently 
look on. Fifty eollins arrived from Pitts- 
burg, this morning, and another half bun* . ' 
drcd will reach here, to-night. An addi-- 
tional order for twenty-five more was sent, 
this morning. The cause of this explosion 
is not yet determined. The coroner is on 
the ground, and a thorough investigation ia 
lo be made. • -. 

Never iu the history of American coal 
nuning bus there been such an unexpected 
accident, with snob completn annihilation 
within its reach. The Mammoth mine Ims 
been notable always m being particularly 
free from gas.

"It may never.be kiiown how or why-the . r 
explosion occurred. -.

In fact, it may bo said that tho 
Mammoth mine lias been free from fire- 
damp. There is a theory that a pocket of 
natural gas was reached and that the opera- 
tion of ventilating fans now prevents any 
accumulation of it. It was not necessary 
that everyone in tho mine should bo killed 
when the explosion occurred. The ex- 
plosive may sta> in one perticular seetiou 
and may not permeate the entire mine, un- 
less tho volume is so great as to force it to 
every part of the pit. In this case the gas 
ia conhned to one portion, and tho miners 
who wQ(e in the other looalities may 
escape," 

TllK P-KMOVAL OK Till.; nODIES. 

Tlie work of search has been temporarily 
stopped, but later this evening the debris 
in the mine will again he scanned for any 
remnant of scorched humanity that may 
by any chance have been overlooked during 
the lirst inspection. 

Tho removal of the bodies yesterday waa 
witnessed liy thousands of spectators. They 
gathered from tho towns of Greonburg, 
Mount Pleasant, Scottdale and all along the 
southwest branch of tho Pennsylvania tail- 
road. Most of them are miners and miners' 
families, All worit -wo^ 9\;snended 
iit bilneg iu the nclghborhooJ, ' and' 
miners gathered at the Mammoth niluc 
to watch tlie work of rescue. Aa 
ouch blackened body waa taken from tho 
pit mouth a shudder of horror ran through 
the crowd, but still they gathered closer 
and also thronged about the little wooden 
building that had been temporarily impro- 
vised into a morgue. Here a dozen or so 
men, doctors, undertakers and undertakers' 
assistants tenderly washed the bodies, and 
iiiDst of them were almost [larboiled, but so 
carefully was the work of preparation car- 
ried on that a large majority of them were 
left in a fairly rei'ogoiz dde state. Almost 
every one has been idenlilied by some one 
with whom he had worked. As fust aa the 
dead arc w.islied and idenlilied they aro 
placed in eollins for burial. 

Rev. Father Lambing, of Scottdale, wdl 
take those of the dead who are Cutholiua 
to Scottdale for liurial. .'Vt least 75 will be 
taken there. 

Rev. C. .1. High, of Pittsburg, missionary 
of the Methodist church in tlio coke re- 
gions, is up to olliciato at tho funeral of 
Protestant miiiers who are among tho vic- 
tims. .Most of the funerals will 1 lii ld tu- 
iiiorrow. 

Among tho most earnest of the relief 
party ill carrying out the dead w.is .Secre- 
tary P.irker, of the K'lightsof Labor. Wi}h 
his own hands ho lifted a majority of the 
ieiinis who wore found l>eforo daylight yes- 
terday morning. 

Tlie Slavs, for some reason, stood around, 
refusing to touch the dead bodies, When 
they were on stretohers they were willint; 
enough to carry them, but a horror of death 
seemed to prevent them assisting other irise - \ 
in the search. 

There is little of the piteous grief of wo- 
man manifested at the Dunbar mine disas- t 
ter. The men ((re dead. They cannot bo ' 
saved. Their families ^nd friends mourn 
for them all in a hopeless, quiot 
way. No one who M'as in the " dip head- 
ing" escaped. About twenty miners and 
track laborers on the north side got out of 
the shaft, bet all the rest perished. Tho 
United mine workers are making every., ,- 
lioi t to provide for their widowed mbfcheMiV^ 

and wives.

THE LATE SECRETARY WINDOM. 

Tlip, Rouialns Conveyed to WaBhlDBton— How 
the S.id New> of Her Berpavement was 
Couvejud to Mm. Wlndom. 

Wasiiincton, Jan. 30.— The news of Sec- 
retary Windom's sadden death was not re- 
ceived h'ere until a lalo hour, and, at mid- 
night, was known to but few in ofliciul life. 
To the President and his cabinet officers, 
and their families, the news came, about 11 
o'clock, like a pall. At the dinner given at 
his home, last night, by I'ostinaster-tJeneral 
Wannamakcr, to the President and the cab- 
inet, the guesiH hud assembled, and were 
enjoying their excellent iiuini and being en- 
•torlained witli a soul-inspiring musical en- 
tertainment, when the sad news came in a 
dispatch to the I'ostmustcr-tJeneral. The 
President and ^Mrs. Harrison, Secretary 
Itlaine, and, in fact, all the cabinet and 
some uiembers of tlieir families, excepting 
Secretary Windoin and Attorney-General 
Miller, were present. Mrs. Windom, her 
two daughters and a lady friend were also 
present when the sad news came. At the 
suggestion of Secretary Blaine Mrs. Win- 
dom's friend, who had been informed of the 
secretary's death, feigned serious illness and, 
aoeomponicd by the secretary's wife and 
daughters was taken to Secretary Windom's 
home. There thenew»was broken Co Mrs. 
Windom and her daughters, and was .^nl 
lowed by a scene of desolate and indescrib- 
able grief. As* soon as Mrs. Windom left 
the Wannamaker manrion, the brilliant and 
joyful entertainment came to an -end and 
the guests dispersed. The President and 
Mrs. Harrison had started home a few 
moments before the sad news came, only to 
be apprised of it when they reached the 
executive mansion. 

The remaius of Secretary \Vindom ar- 
rived in this city at 4:,'i0 this afternoon. 
The train was n]et by President Harrison, 
Vice-President Morton, Secretaries 15hiinc, 
Proctor, Noldo and Rusk, and Postmastcr- 
(Jenerikl Wannamaker, Assistant Secretary 
Nettleton of the Treasury, and a great 
number of treasury officials and employes, 
and lifty or more senators and representa- 
tives. Tlie remuins were accompanied 
from New York by Secretary Tracey, Attor- 
iiey-Geuerul Miller and Private Secretary 
Huntley. Tlio remains were cjcorted by a 
<letail of troops and were taken to the lute 
residence of the .Secretary on Maasachusetta 
avenue, where they will remain until ar- 
rangements are made for the iaterment.

Windom's funeral will take place on Mon- 
day. His son, William D. Windom, who 
was in Raton Rouge, La., has been heard 
from, and is on his way to W'aahington.

Boston, Mass., Jan. 30. — The annual 
-iDanquet of the Boston Merchants' Associa- 
tion took place to-night at the Vendome. 
Over two hundred members and guests were 
present, among the latter being Sir Richard 
J. Cartwrigbt, opposition leader of the 
Canadian parliament; Hon. Rufus B. Bul- 
lock, of_ Atalanta, Ga. ; Col. S. A. White- 
field, first assistant Poatmastcr-Gencral ; 
Hon. J. W. Longley, Attorney-General of

J. E. Boss, ntiumxer of tho Noitli- 
veatern Siunpiin^' iiiid Millin!,' C'linpiiuy, 
who is apeiidiiii,' iv few duya in tliia city, 
is well iLctiuiuiitcd witli the iniiiunil loca- 
tions oE Woat KootLMHiy, hiiviiis spent 
two aeaaoua in thiit district. Mr. Boss 
has soen Mositiinii imd Idaho yi-ow from 
non-producing bullion territories into 
thoBU which now furnish many niilliona of 
tloUiirs imnudilly, and he is confident that 
he will witiiosa great a change in tho 
bullion producing capacity of British 
C duuibiii. Tin; mining region surrounding 
Ivuoieiiiiy L:ike is in his opinion one of 
the richest on tho Amoriuim continent, 
wliile tho Toad Mouiitani silver ledges 
comprise the most wonderful mineral de- 
posits in tho Northwest. If such a ciuiip 
existed on the American side of the line 
it would have a population of five 
thousand within a year. As it is, 
tlie Konteimy Liike mines liiive cre.'ited 
groat excitoment luiiong the mining men 
of tho States. Many of them luivo be- 
come financially interested in these pro- 
perties. A moderate i)uiintily of ore has 
already been shipped to tho American 
smelters, ai)d much more would have 
gone had there been good transportation 
facilities. The building of roads to the 
various camps is tho most urgent neces- 
sity of the district to-day. It would bo 
impossible to ship ore in any (niiuilily 
from the mines this sinniner unless theso 
roads were provided. One hundred thou- 
sand dollars could be prolitably disbursed 
in the construction of roads and trails, 
though it is, perhaps, too much to expect 
that a goveniinent with sosmallarevenuo 
could devote this large sum to ono dis- 
ti-ict. Still, in Blr. Boss' opinion, it 
would bo II handsome investment for 
the j)ri]vince. If roads weri! built 
to lueot tiio (lemiind it would mean a de- 
velopment unexampled in tho (juartz 
minnig history of the province, and in a 
year or two the expenditure would bo 
more than repaid in revenues from the 
(Hipulation of the district. 

Mr. Itoss also Ihoui^'ht that it was the 
<hity nf Victorians to interest llioinselves | 
linancially in the district, and eiici>nraae 
tiio work of opening it \\\t in every way 
in their power. By doing so tlioy would 
simply be making a strong bid for its 
trade, which, as they know by past ox- 
purienco with Carihoo, would bo a 
very largo and prolitahle one. 
Encinir igemont given the district 
at this stage of its oxi^toiice 
would earn its lasting gratitude. If mads 
were built, so as to bring ore to Nolsoii. 
he and his associates would immediatel3' 
erect a sampling works, ami ])iircliiiHo the 
ore at that point, the works to have a to- 
tal capacity of l!00 tons daily, when in 
first class running order. This would be 
of ijiinienso beiiolit in opening! iii) the 
niiiics, for it wuuld enable uvoryone to 
.si!Curo tho assay v.aliio of their ore at 
iionie. 

Mr. ]5osacnidd ncjt speak too highly of 
the worth of tho mineral resources of 
Kootonay Lake district, and ho oxpoetLMl 
to see the famous Hall mines turning <nit 
niilliouB of dollars in tho courao of a 
sliort time. Machinery was now going 



in to facilitate the work of getting out 
ore and thoroughly opening up 
the property. Wliile this was tho 
most valuable property so far discorered, 

there were many other sections where the 
ore bodies were rich and extensive. In 
the Hot Springs camp, on Goat River, 
Trail Creek and other points, fine pros- 
pects had been secured. As ho before

A NUISANCE. 

To THE EniToii: — I would like to call 
your attention and that of the public to 
a matter which is of considorablo im- 
portance, bearing directly, as it docs, on 
tho preservation of the public health, and 
reflecting most unfavorably on the action 
of the sanitary ofhcer. About two weeks 
ago a large do<; was found poisoned on a 
vacant lot adjoining No. il5 Kingston 
street, and the sanitary olhcer was noti- 
fied of the fact, but txjok lu action what- 
ever to remove it. Since that time ho has 
been repeatedly notified, but has con- 
tinued to totally i'.'iioro tho matter, Tho 
body is now considerably decomposed, 
and the stench arising from it can be 
l>lainlv iletectod at a considerable dis- 
tance. Now, if this had occurred in 
summer, scjine such disonsc as diphtheria 
or typhoid would have broken out in tho 
neighborhood, and serious consetiuences 
would, in all jnobability, have resulted. 
The culpable negligence of the sanitary 
fjfliccr ill this iiistnnee plainly indicates 
tho advisability of liis removal, and tho 
substitution is his place of a more com- 
petent man before the arrival of tumuier, 
as, if the present olhcer neglects his 
duties now, it is only reasonable to infer 
thct ho will do so then, when the conse- 
((uenccsuf such negligence might prove 
fatal. C. E.

A GOOD MBASUEE. 

Tho Libel Bill, which Mr. Beaven has 
introduced, will be found, od oxamiim- 
tion, to be a fair and reasonable inoasuro. 
It dues no injustice to any member of thu 
community, while it protects the publish- 
ers uf newspapers against malicious and 
frivolous prosecutions. 

It dccliircH tluit there shall be no pre- 
fiuniptiou of niiilico. 

The thiril section provides that no ac- 
tion for libel shall bo brought or main- 
tained, unleas-the person who considers 
that he has been libelled shall have re- 
quested the newspaper proprietor to pub- 
lish n retraction or correction. 

The fourtli section reciiiires tho person 
believing himself to Ijc injured, to \iiy 
tho publisher a notice in writing, specify 
ing the statements complained of. 

The sixth section makes reports of 
meetings, duly advertised, privileged 

Tlio seventh does tlio eiinio for reports 
of the proceedings ol Courts of Justice, 
provided thoy are fair and authentic and 
without oommeDtB. 

Section eight provides that actions ft>r 
libel shall bo tried in the city or town or 
electoral district in which the newspa()er 
is published. 

Section nine gives tho publisher the 
jirivilege of requiring security for costs in 
certain circumstances, and with certain 
<jualilication3. 

Tlio presumption of ninlico is as unjust 
and uB unreasonable as anything can pos- 
sibly bo. To presume that the publisher 
of a periodical, the object of which is to 
give the public accounts of what occurs 
in tho world, that is worthy of note, is 
actuated by umlice is simply absurd. In 
the first place, he docs nut know, andean 
have heard nothing <jf, the great majority 
of tho persons who are noticed in ouo 



the public will have them even when 
thoy are uf a nature whieii many regard 
as unlit f»jr publication. Court reports 
arc uiiiver.salljj locjKed u))on as part (jf the 
news of Llie day. TliL^y ait; read by per- 
sons of every clas.s, and are expected as a 
matter of course. Should the publisher 
be allowed to supply this demand at liia 
peril ? We know that this privilege is 
sometimes abused, and an offender is 
tried and condemned by the newspapers 
bofore tho courts of law have boon allowed 
time to investigate and to consider the 
case. But Mr. Beavon's bill will pro- 
vide ag linst this abuse. Tho reports of 
legid jiroeeedings must be fair and with- 
out connnent. No one can reiaonably 
complain of reports that are reports, and 
not judgments. We do not think that 
there is a member of the Legislature who 
believes that the proprietor who pub- 
lishes an honest and faithful report of a 
trial should be o])en to an action of libol. 
Such reports are, in those days, not only 
allowable, but they are necessary. TJiey 
should, therefore, be privileged. 

Kveryone should bo protected from 
frivolous and vexatious lawsuits. Tho 
newspaper proprietor needs this protec- 
tion more than any one «lse. He, more 
than anyone, is exposed to lawsuits, en- 
tered into for the purpose of persecution 
or blackmail or revenge. Anyone who 
chooses to consider himself libelled by 
what appears in a newspaper, and who 
wants to annoy its owner, can, with the 
aid of all iinscrnpulons lawyer, enter an 
actio n HgainKt him, and put liini to coii- 
eidcrable exjiense. There may not really 
be any ground of action. This tho suitor 
may know very well, but he hojniig to 
scare the journalist into making a ccmi- 
|)romise, or desiring to put him to as 
much expense as possible allows the pro- 
ceedings to go on. When the case is 
tried and the verdict is against tho plain- 
till' he is (piite liai)])y. Ho has nothing, 
and he has the satisfaction of knowing 
that he has i)ut the man on whom ho 
has takosi his revenge to much aiinoyanco 
and considerable expense. All tliis could 
have been avoided bji the plaintid" being 
required to give security for costs. Mr. 
Beavon's bill is so framed that tho 
demand for security for costs cannot bo 
made a device to deprive the poor man, 
who has a good case, of a uemedy for tho 
iiijury which has been inllicted on liiui. 
It will put a stop to those actions only, 
tho motives of whicli^are malicious and 
mercenii ry. 

We do not wish to .see newspaper pro- 
|)rietors protected in wrong-doing. Wo 
believe that the man who wantonly tries 
to injure the re))utalion or the 'business

bill does. Jt doet.' not go (|mte .-is far as 
we wiuild like, but hail it as an instal- 
ment of justice, and y o believe that it 
will recomnioiid itself tt* the good sonao 
and tiie love of fair play pf the members 
of tlio Legislature. 



«leB, reports and paragraphs tliat appear 
in its columns. The editors and reporters 
are very much in the samo position. 
They cannot, in the nature of 
things, regard with malice one 
,0)]t of a thousand of the persons 
vhose iSTings doings it is 

their buslnew to record and comment 
upon. Thoy teuard the great mass of 
them with perfect indifi'oronee. They 
neither love them nor hato them, and 
they smile at tho absurdity of tho pre- 
sumption that they entertain any feeling 
of nialico with respect to them. But -to 
the responsible head of the establislimi nt 
^llis jirosuniption, which is a legal fiction 
invented by old-timo lawyers, who looked 
»i])on newspaiiers and all connected with 
them, with dislike and auspiciuu, is no 
-laughing H!'itter, Jt is really a rf|;;oach 
to tho loglalators of those days, who pro- 
fess to be liberal and to act according to 
the dictates of common sense, that it is 
allowed to remain a principle ot law in 

»'.;tions for libol: 

Asa mattbr of ktt the presumption (3 
*eally biie other way, there is not one 
vase in ten thousand in which the pub- 
lisher is actuated by malice. He, ond 
those whom he employs, have no desire to 
injure any one. Their interest is to 
please as many of their readers as po.^si- 
ble and to give no one a rea.ionable 
ground to complain that he has been in- 
jured personally by what appears in their 
newspaper. Tho fair presumption there- 
fore is that in what they publish, they 
liave no desire either to offend or injuie 
Any mombor of the community, but 
rather the reverse. 

Svery fair-minded man will admit that 
it is only reasonable to give a publisher 
an opportunity to retract, or correct, or 
©xplain, any statement made in his news- 
paper that may be regarded as injurious, 
and that the retraction, or correction, 
should bo taken into consideration whun 
damages are a.ssessed. 

To hold a iiewspaiier publisher resi)on- 
siblc for what may have been said by a 
speaker at a public meeting, or for tho 
statements made in any resolution which 
may have been submitted, is so manifest- 
ly unjust that in those days no one thinks 
of taking advantage of tho state of tho 
law wliich leaves such publisher ojien to 
Jjroaoculion for what, appeals in u fair re- 
port of the proceedings of such a iii.M-t- 
'ing. But is it fair to leave him witlioiit 
protection in jiuljlisliiiig what is cnn- 
sidered legitimate news, for there i.s 
urgent u demand that tho editor wIuj 
would n fuse to publish it wpuld be con- 
doinned by tho public as unonterpriaing 
and Its unfit for his business'?

Thiit public interoab in the torriblo 
tragedy of tJluiBtmas Eve.' has in no way 
^abated, WHS shown by the fact that the 
•court room, gnllories find even corritlora 
■were crowded ycstordiiy niciniing when 
the tiiiil of Liiwroiico Wiioliin, for tiio 
wilful imudLT of D. F. Feu, .Ir. , opened 
before liis luidship tliu Chii;f Justice. 

'»Vlieliiii maiiitiuns liis compi)8iiro well, 
and when hp was pliieed in the dock ru- 
puid the curious gii/.e of the cron d with a 
-furtive glanco round, as if in quest of a 
fitDiili&r or a friendly fuco. 

Tlie formoliWea of opening court having 
been disposed of, the following jury was 
finally empanelled: D. Sharp, (Fore- 
man,) Jamea A. AuUl, Kli Jieani, Harvey 
Ounnnings, William Dixon, J. E. Thomas, 
D. Fnilay3(jn, G. H. Proctor, Thomas 
CUl]\ Janiea Smith, A. D. Wilson and H. 
Willard. 

Ifon. Tlieo. Davie, attorney-general, 
:ip|)eared for (iio Crown, while the pris- 
oner was represented by Mr. Eberts, 
(Kbcrts & TiiyJor.) Mr. Charles Wilson 
watched the case on behalf of Joseph 
£iik, who had been charged with com- 
plicity in tho crinie. 

Ill opening tlio case the Attorney Gen- 
eral told tlie story of David Fee's death, 
simply i:ud in a manner that made an 
evident impression upon hi.s auditors. IJe 
.then called 

Francis J. Partridge, who related sub- 
stantially the same story as told in the 
police court. He was subjected to a 
rigid cri.i.s3-(!xiiinination by counsel for tho 
defence, but his evidence was not sliaken 
in any material point. Tho gun, when 
tho fatal shot was fired, was not held at 
tho shoulder, but at "tho charge." 
When the crime was committed, witness 
and ueceiiaed were walking, not runnin 

Dr. J. D. llolmcken, sworn, told, : 
language which all could understand, the 
n.iture of the fata! wound, illustrating tlie 
direction taken by the missile, as ho de- 
scribed the discoveries made at tho post- 
mortem. In the wound, found somo- 
tbiug like a piece of a shirt, or a gun 
wad. There was nothing auspicious near 
it. In the muscles covering the shoulder 
blade, found a piece of lead, (produced.) 

Uis Lordship— It's just about the size 
of a buckshot, isn't it ? 

The Attomey-Generbl — Yea, your lord- 
ship ; evidence will be produced on that 
point. 

The witness proceeded to describe the 
functions of the various organs affected. 
The passage of the missile through tho 
aort'i, the chief blood ves.sol, had, in this 
case, caused imniediato death. 

To Mr. Eberts — Could not say whether 
the missile was lo'id or not. It )«iglit be 
sulder, Tho gun must have been held 
«Iightly upwards, not directly towards 
the man. Tho missile might have been 
•detlected by contact with various parts 
of the body passed through. Tho one 
piece of meial was the only thing found. 

Henry Short, gun maker, was called to 
give expert evidence. He had examined 
the missile, and pronounced it lead. It 
weighed juBt about the same as an ordin- 
ary buckshot. There was nothing in tho 
appearance of lliv; missile, apart from its 
weight, to h^ad to tlio suggestion that 
it was a bucksiiot. Ho couldn't tell how 
a bullet would l)0 afl'ected by i)as3ing 
through a body ; had had no experience 
in auch matters. A buckshot weighed 
about one-sixteeuth of an ounce, and 
fifteen shot was the ordinary charge for 
a of tho bure of the one produced. 

jjy re(iue.st of Mr. Eberts, witness ex- 
plairieil to tlie jury the meaning of an 
tiinpty and a blank cfirtridgo. The 
gun iiroduccd v,,!,-! not a rebounding gun. 
Jt was necessary to have the gun either 
at half or full cock to open it. If a gun 
had blank cartridges in it and pieces of 
cotton stufled iuii) tlie ends of tho bar- 
rels to keep out the rain, it wad possible 
that ;i piece of lead might h.wo been 
•droiiped into the l)arrels and, lodging in 
the cotton, remained uiniotieed, thus 
forming a dangerous, loaded weapon. If 
•a soft piece of paper waa in the cartridge, 
on top of tho powder, there was also a 
possibility that a piece of lead n'ight 
stick there and remain unnoticed. If 
the gun, thus unintentionally loaded, was 
hold in tho tight hand by a |)orson hold- 
ing an umbrella in the other, it could 
very easily be di.scliarged accidentally. 

His Lordshiii interposod that in the 
<'a5e of a gun being accidentally dis- 
Aihargod while held in one hand, as sug- 
{{ested, the discharge would take it away 
irom the person holding it. 

The missile wa.s here inspected by tho 
jury, and, a letter scale being produced, 
was fnund to weigh just a fraction less 
than a eonimon buckshot. 

His Lordship exi)lained lo the jiuy 
thut it waa not necessary to iuive the gun 
■at half or at full cock to open it ; it could 
bo opened with both hammers down. An 
experiment showed this to bo tho case. 

.Joseph Silk was next called, a.id the 
.spectators manifested a more lively in- 
terest in the pniceedings. The witness 
took the box, but declined to be sworn 
until he had made a Htatement to the 
•court. He had, lie saitl, been charged 
with being an accessory to the crime of 
murder, and, while ho was perfectly in- 
nocent of anything in the nature of such 
.-J crime, ho thought that he had a right 
to ask for a trial before giving evidence, 
wliicli inighi; hi) utilized in building up 
rho charge against hiniHolf. Uy tho ad- 
vico of his lawyer, he asked for a trial 
before ho was called upon to give evi- 
dence. 

His Lordship remarked that there was 
nothing in tho polico court deiroaitions 
that would at all prejudice a case against 
the witness. All that ho now could do 
would be to decline to answer any (|ues- 
tions which lie might consider tending to 
criminate liini. 

Tho witness replied that ho was a little 
timid about testifying at all; at tho 
police court ho had given his evidence 
fmrly, and ' liad immediately been ar- 
xtisted. He deoliued, unless tho ohaige

His Lordship resumed his Boafc ■ ati!^2 
o clock, and the examination of Silk pro- 

coeded. -ii 
Tliu evidouce givuu in tho polico court 
wjis ;i[!,wn ki>"o over, tho mooting of • 
prLsouor and witiios.s in front oL ttfe' 
church building, oirly on tho ovenia^ bjFif 
tho 24th of December, being doseribeft; ^ 
as well as the conversation ia Silk's'?'' 
house la regard to oartridgea, whioh '^ 
prisoner wanted to put in the gnn. 
VVhelan selooted two ciirtridgo.s out of 
witness' bag, which ho said hud some- 
thing in thorn ; imd witness hnd remark- 
ed " they'll never hurt unytliing." Gen- 
enilly loaded hia gun with No. 4 bird 
shot; never had any buckshot in his posBOB- 
sion. Priiionor put the two cartridges he 
had selected into tho gun. He made the 
ronmrk, when witness siiid that tho cart- 
ridges wore blanks, "Oh, well, they'll 
make a noise, anyhow." Could not gay 
wliethur or not any of tho cartridges- 
were capped. Later in tho cveuinn, 
about 10.30 o'clock, saw prisoner walk- 
ing up and down outside tho church. 
W'na talking with him, when tlte young 
man, Crawford came up, aud commenced 
shaking his olothos at Larryi trying to- 
scare him. Witness told him that he had 
hotter let Larry alono. Might have said 
something about tlie condition of tho 
gun, but could not roinciiiber what. Did 
not pay much attention to the conversa- 
tion with Crawford, as it was raining and 
Crawford was a stranger to him. VVil- 
ness wanted prisoner to go home, as it . 
was raining very heavily. Crawford was " 
with prisoner when witness camo away. 
It_ was about 20 minutes to 12, when 
prisoner came into the house, where wit- 
ness sat smoking, and said: "Well, 1 
believe I'vo hurt somebody ; 1 couldn't 
help it ; 1 had to do it to . 
.save myself." Had hoard the shut tired 
previous to that, but didn't boliovo 
Larry. Told him he had bettor go and 
give himself up to the authorities. Pris-' 
oner replied " Yes, I intend to ; i)ut on 
your hat and come with me." Witness' 
said "all right, but wait a minute." 
Wont down tothu cornorandaskedif there 
was anyone hurt, and soineono replied, 
"Yea, somebody killed." Couldn't recog- 
nise anyone; it was very dark. Then 
wont back to the house and told Larry," 
that there was somebody hurt, and he 
had better go and tell the police all about 
it. Said that he (witness) would go part 
way down to tho polico station, but ho 
didn't want to get mixed up in tho alFair. 
On tiioir way down to the polico station, 
called in at the ilonaroh saloon, and told 
Mr. Harbottlo about tho aU'air. He (Mr. 
Harbottlo) said "take Larry down to-i 
wards my place, and I'll go and see how -. 
badly hurt the man ia." Did su, 
and when vitness returned to 
his own houae was arrested. ( Vhe wit- 
ness proceeded to relate at length the 
circumstances in connection with the 
hauling down of tho Irish-American flag 
when tlio corner stone was laid.) Tho 
llag was run up by a man not iu town 
now. Prisoner felt annoyed at the taking 
down of the (lag, and said ho would see 
tho Bishop and have it put up again. 
Tho Bishop and Mr. Burnos did have a 
flag put up, twenty times as big as tho 
tirat one, and the tr>iublo stopped there. 

To Mr. Eberts — Had known prisoner 
over a year, and never know him to do 
anything wrong. Would call a cartridge 
without anything but powder, blank. 
While going down to see Mr. liarbottle, 
prisoner said, "They scared the liver 
out; of nie." Never heard Larry make 
any threats to kill anyone. When Larry 
was getting the shirt and tie, at the Do- 
minion hotel, ho loft his gun lying against 
the bed, whore there was a man sleeping. 
Came out of the hotel together, and had 
a drink at Mr. Wriglesworth'a. From 
there witness wont homo, and Lari-y re- 
turned to the church. After talking to 
Crawford, Larry wont into the church to 
avoid him. Witness followed prisoner 
into tho church and said : " Take tho 
cartridges out of your gun and go home, 
Larry." Told him to take the cartridges 
out, .so that thej' would not rust and 
stick in the gun. Could not say whether 
Crawford went into tho church or not,, 
or whether ho had or had not a com- 
panion. 

Tho Attorney-General, in compliance-' 
with his promise, here applied for the 

discliarge of tho witness. 

His Lordship remarked that ho had, as 
yet, seen iiotliing lo jn.stify the hiildi-.ig 
of Silk, anil an fat a.s hi; could discharge 
him under those circum.stanccs. he did so. 

"i thank your lordship," Silk remark- 
ed, as lie took his j)laco among tho spec- ' 
tHtors ; tho gallery audience thought the 
occasion called for applause, and they 
according manifested their pleasure by 
stamiiing, and cla[)ping their hands. 

" \\'ho is keeping order in .tliis court- 
room," inijuired His L(irdKliii), addressing 
himself to Sergeant Langloy. 

" 'I'liu shorill'," responded that oflicial., ' ■' 
"Well, Mr. ShoriflV' continued His 
Lordship, "if you see anyone causing 
any disturbance in this court room, it is 
your duly to at once arrest him, and 
"lini before me. If you .sco anyone 
manifesting either approval or disappro- 
val, bring them before mi;." ^'l'llell 
turning to tho crowd) " 'l.'liat is gros.s 
contempt ; tho hiybost that can bii 
committed. No contempt can bo grosser 
than to think that this jury or myself can 
be influenced by anything that may ex- 
cite your pleasure or displeasure. Wo are 
Rworn to see that justice is done. Tt ia 
justa.s great contempt for you to luaiii- 
fcat pleasure as dLspleasure. Vcni nrii 
not to intimidato a jury. I nui.st protect 
them. " 

.John E, Crawford, sworn, —told how 
he became acquainted with Whelaii, and 
related the conversation that took plaoe 
at the church. It was Silk who said, 
"Don't go in ; tlio gun is loaded." Wit- 
ness replieil, "No, it's not; I wa.s look- 
ing at it." Either ))riH )iier or his com- 
panion then said, " It is, though," Wit- 
ness then took hoi 1 of tho ,';un, which 
prisoner continued to hold, and threw 
open tho breach. Saw two cartridcei ia 
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)t, and miido a movement to tuko thein 
out. Prisoner drew the gun away, closed 
it up iiiiil waikcil into thu cliiiii.-li. Wit- 
ness roniiiui.-u, l,;ilkin;,' with Sill;, luic 
pi-isouer w.is iu the cluircli, chisu liiinuj^'h 
f )r\vit,ne.-B t<j hem- hia nw ■vimul'IiIs. Could 
heiu' ii uliuk, us if biuiiothiut,' was buiuy 
done with tho ^uii. Larry was dvunk at 
the time, more drunk than Avhen he saw 
him eiulicr in the evening, 

By i\rr. ICbLTt.-)— Was in the Viuirou- 
ver Hotel thut eveniiii;, luid possibly Imd 
a diiiik tlicre. Did not hiivo two drinks 
lluro. Hud one drink at thu Doiuiniuii 
Hotel ; no more. Did not have a drink .it 
Wrigloswortll's. Asked two nioii, the 
(H) named MoLdlan and tlie other Jar- 
dine, to go around to the church where 
L ii ry was. Uia object was to get the 
g Ml away from prisoner. Had no ovor- 
lit on. Met Dennis Daceyatthecurnorof 
P iui,'las anil Yates .striiets, and went with 
him to the Vancouver House. Hat in the 
reading room with hiui for about half an 
hour, but did not have a driiilc. Between 
nine and tun o'clock started out with 
Dacoy for r. walk up View street; expect- 
ing to see prisoner. The man was drunk, 
and had fi gun, though witness had no 
idea it wiia loaded. When witness tried 
to open thu gun, priscnier had both hands 
o 1 the barrel. Witness could not say 
whether the tiannners were down or nut. 
Saw the cartridges in the gun, and then 
prisoner drew it away. Jt was a dark 
night, and there was no electric light at 
the corner. Remained about five minutes 
in convofsatiou with Silk and then walked 
away. 

Hon, .J. S. Helmckcn, M.D., deposed 
to having had occasion to ace several gun- 
shot wounds. A bullet in pas.smg 
throu.di a body was liable, even to bo 
split by striking a bono ; it was liable to 
hi pounded into almost any shape. In 
passing tiiruugli a body a bullet was liable 
to lose in substance, and therefore in 
weight. 

Henry W. Slieppard, Superintendent 
of the Victoria City Police, gave substan- 
- tiftlly the same evidence as at the police 
court examination. When the gun was 
found at Silk's house, the right ban el 
had been rectntly tired, and in the loft 
WHS a blank cartridge, powder but no 
shot. One of the locj.se cartridges found 
conta'ued bird shot but no powder. After 
half an hour's time had been occupied iin 
examining and experimenting upon the 
cartridges. 

Olhci:! William Irvine v.'aa sworji, 
and dep<ised to arresting the jiri.s- 
oner and taking him to the cell : 
searched him, but found nothing wi-.h 
the exception of a pocket handkercliiol . 

Edward L. Wriglesworth depo.sod to 
the ownership of tlie gun with which the 
shooting was done, and explained how 
jirisoner had asked for the loan of it. 

To Mr. Eberts— 1 ahv;iys half-cocked 
the gun when I wont to open or shut it 
The gun never missed hre with me. 

Allen McKeithley, sworn, said that ho 
know Joseph Silk ; had borrowed a gun 
and cartridges from him. These car- 
tridges were loaded ; all that were in the 
bag were not loaded however. Received 
all the loaded cartridges that were in ti.o 
bag. Did not notice anything in the 
shells I hat were loft. 

To Mr. Eberts— The shells obtained 
from Silk wore brass, nickle and paper. 
Did not leave any loaded shells in Silk's 
cartridge bag. 

John F. Harbottle, on oath, told how 
the prisoner hack acquainted him with the 
news of the shooting. His evidence did 
ni.t d flcr from that given in the police 
court. Whelan told him, ho said, that 
ho had fired a blank cartridge into the 
air. He didn't see how a blank cartridge 
could kill anyone, but he was sure it was 
a blank. James Seoley asked him if ho 
■was sure that tlio cartridge left in the gun 
was blank, and prisoner replied, "Yes, 
both were blanks." 

By counsel for defence — Reniembered 
tho niorni g liat the corner stone of the 
church was laid. Saw tho little llag,with 
tho pennant of green ; it was Co'clock in the 
moruinK. The flag was on the top of the 
'derrick, and AIcDonald asked him 
(witness) if he put it up. He 
replied no. and 5lcDonjld ordered 
a man named Lepiiic, a French 
carpenter, to [)ull it down. The little 
flag was the stars and stripes, and when 
tho decorations were completed the 
American fiag, a large one, was placed 
bjside tho Union Jack. An Irish flag 
was also one of those used. 

Edward Berniudiz reviewed liis evi- 
dence at the preliminary examination. 

Marc Lopine, called, said that he re- 
membered when the Hag was lioisted anil 
ordered down, Mr. /Eneas McDonald 
ordered it down j Thomas Deasy wiw not 
around. Witness took thu flag down. 
Prisoner came to witn ss and said he 
w.inted to tind out who took tiu! (lag 
down. Witness said he did. Prisoner 
said ; " You took it down by (uders '! " 
Witness said • "yes," and Whelan saiil ; 
"All right, that's all we want to know, 
from you." 

Thomas Deasy gave no now evidoMe. 

Marc Lepine, re-called, said that pris- 
oner came to the church when the work 
of decorating was in progress, with the 
little Irish-American (lag over his shoul- 
der. Deasy told him it could not go U{), 
and witness told him that if he put it up 
it would bo iiulled down again. Whelai 
again i)ut thu flag over his shoulder, and 
said ho would like to sue anj'one try U/ 
pull it down now. 

Frank llerclmani' gave immaterial evi- 
dence in regard to liiidini^ an empty shell 
about a week after the .shooting. 

yEnoas McDonald stated that he 
had enpjiiyed prisoner as watch m.an 
on Chrittmas Evo. He was ]irinoipally 
rjiiiiired up to .12 o'clock. Pa.^iHcii by 
the building on funr .ocua.sions along 
i;i;incliai(i street, to huu tluit the ni.'in 
■vvMs an duCy. Did not Kcvi him at all. 
This was buiwecn 7 and J'J.j'clock. lOm- 
ployod prisojier at about 2 o'clock, and 
asked him in a joko " Mave you a gun." 
Prisoner understood tliojoko; it was on 
account of Bermndjz "going (.liriin;',h. " 
(hlicer .Smith, to try luid get Iiik levolvcr 
.'ind liri' at. the man in tho rhurch. 

I'y Mr. Khorts — Did not he.ir prisoner 
.say that he would get a gini ; had heard 
th.at a card hail been placed iie.'tr the 
church, intimating that tho church would 
be burned down ; nothing was said to 
Lirry about his being afraid of ghosts ; 
;did not think Larry got the guti at his 
Jiuggcstiou. 

.)flhn F. Harbottle, re-oalled, eaid that 
Jrom ebevpoti where tho BhootiDgoco\{rred 



a porsoii could watch both sides of tho 
church. 

This closed the caso for tho Crown and 
IMr. Eberts annoim'ced that he proposed 
not to call any witnesses. 

Thu court then adjourned until Satur- 
day at 10 a. in., tho jury, of course, to be 
locked up during tho night.
